EWSPAPERl 
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Thirty Japs Arrive lii Iteuo Startlu; 


Importations of Foreign Helpers tu 
Relievo Situation—Lack 
of Men 


Will Stop the Operations 


Thirty Japanese laborers arrived 1u 
Reno yesterday and today they will be 
taken to Alturas to work on the rail- 
road. This is said to be the beginning 
of importations of foreign laborers 
resorted to by the employment of- 
flo«s because of the enormous 
un- 


H'jpplied demand for help made by 
operations in mines and railroads in 
Nevada. 


C. D. Vergilio, who has observed 
the labor conditions iu 
this 
state 
through his employment bureau, says 
that there Is need of fully 1000 men on 
the railroad work la.d out in this vic- 
inity. The pay is higher than it ever 
Was before; and yet it Is impossible 
to procure help. The very fact that 
the competing contractors Indirectly 
bid against each other by offering such 
high pay has caused the labor condi- 
tions to be unsettled; the workers go 
from place to place and are not sat- 
isfied with their work 
when word 
comes that somewhere alse the pay is 
raised. 


The railroads want white men when 
they can be procured, it is said; then- 
work Is more satisfactory in 
every 
way. The Japs are called forty-conts- 
a«day men by the employment bureau 
managers: they get more pay but they 
are not worth it. The Western Pac- 
ific Is using these Japanese and any- 
kind of labor is desired, it is said, if 
it can only be procured. 
For the various operations at Hazen 
and .Alturas a number of Austrians 
are being hired: and these men are 
said to be the steadiest of the foreign 
labor employed. They have been used 
to the 75 cent scale in Europe and 
when they come to Nevada they think 
$2,60 a day is enormous pay. In part 
this:.is true also of the Greeks large 
numbers of whom are being imported. 
but the bureau managers s-ay that the 
Greeks are unsatisfactory because so 
many boys compose the gangs, sons 
and brothers of the older workers 
When one of these boys is "fired" for 
incompetencey the rest of the family 
and sometimes the gang quits. Slavs. 
Huns and Portugese are of a like tem- 
perment of the Austrians; they labor
